every hand. There never has been 
an hour of greater sin and law- 
lessness than today in America. 
Our nation is going to Hell at an 
alarming rate;-and revival is our 
only hope. 

America is in more danger today 
from:-moral decay than from com- 
munism. Russia is an ever-present 
threat, but actually I fear far 
more the awful tide of lawless- 
ness and sin which is engulfing 
America. In Gibbon’s Decline and 
Fall of the Roman Empire, he 
tells us that it was decay from 
within that killed the Roman Em- 
pire, not the enemy from with- 
out. This is exactly what is hap- 
pening to America today. Arnold 
Toynbee, a famous secular histor- 
ian, claims that sixteen of the 
nineteen civilizations our world 
has seen—sixteen of those nine- 
teen were destroyed by moral de- 
cay from within—not from an 
outside enemy. 


America’s Alarming Sins 


In America f@day our annual 
liquor bill runs over 10% billion 
dollars—more than we spend for 
religion and} education combined. 
Beverage alcohol is robbing our 
brains. Today we have six to eight 
million alcoholics in our land. One 
of the industry’s greatest problems 
is alcoholism among its top execu- 
tives. Yet alcoholism is increasing 
at an alarming rate and no one 
seems to care much. In the past 
week I have sat with broken heart 
listening to the pitiful confessions 
of drunkards who have been made 
weak and helpless by the bottle. 
It is an awful thing to listen to 
the sad testimony of a man whose 
will has been completely broken 
by alcohol. 

Filthy literature today is a fif- 
teen million dollar industry in 
America. A deliberate commercial 
attempt is being made to corrupt 
the moral lives of our young peo- 
ple by dealers in pornography. 
Lewd magazines and pictures are 
peddlied..te our school children. 
Even what is regarded as the very 
best of the fiction coming from the 
pen of American writers today is 
filled wtih smut and lewdness. 

Dirty magazines like True 
Story, Confidential, Playboy and 
a host of others sell.like hot cakes 
at the corner newsstand, The No- 
vember 1959 issue of Progress 
Magazine reports:. 

“The availability of obscene and 
lascivious literature and pictures 
certainly contributes to sex de- 


_linquency. What would you ex- 


pect to happen to the teen-age boy 
who feasts his eyes on pictures of 
half-clad or unclad damsels and 
then goes parking with his high 
school sweetheart?” 

God help our young people in 
these awful days! 

And the dirty Hollywood mov- 
ing pictures are contributing their 
share to the breakdown of Ameri- 
can moral standards. A _ few 
months ago the newspapers were 
full of the story of Errol Flynn’s 
death. At the time of his. death 
this movie hero was chasing 
around the country unashamedly 
with a teen-age girl. And yet 
American news makes an idol of 
such a man!

Teaching on Baptism 
of the Holy Spirit

Reuben Archer Torrey was born 
on January 28, 1856, in Hoboken, 
New Jersey. This Holy Spirit- 
filled man and his messages have 
been the channel of untold bless- 
ings to millions. Although he de- 
parted to be with the Lord over 
thirty-two years ago, in 1928, it 
can truthfully be said of him, “He 
being dead yet speaketh.” I had 
the blessed privilege of “sitting at 
the feet” of this great Bible teach- 
er for two years as a student at 
the Bible Institute of Los Angeles. 
I owe an eternal debt of gratitude 
to God for the influence of Dr. 
Torrey on my formative years as 
a young student and in the minis- 
try of the Gospel. 


Great Books By Dr. Torrey 


He has left his “footprints on 
the sands of time’”’ in two great in- 
stitutions, the Moody Bible In- 
stitute and the Los Angeles Bible 
Institute. His writings were schol- 
arly and packed with Scripture. It 
wouid be difficult to select three 
of the best from the many volumes 
of his publications. However, if 
I may be presumptuous, I would 
say that in my humble opinion 
they are: The Person and Work 
of The Holy Smrit, How to Bring 
Men to Christ, and What the Bi- 
ble Teaches. Another great work 
which is seldom mentioned in con- 
nection with Dr. Torrey’s ministry 
is the editing of The Fundamentals 
as Executive Secretary of the 
Testimony Publishing Company. 
Over 300,000 of these sets were 
sent to ministers and missionar- 
ies. These volumes have been used 
of God as a bulwark against the 
tide of Higher Criticism, Modern- 


ism and the recent sweep of Neo- 
orthodoxy. 

Not too many years ago when I 
was doing graduate work in one 


of our very liberal theological 
schools in California, we were 
studying the various. religious 


trends in America—from the Co- 
lonial days to the present time. 
To my great amazement when we 
came to the study of Fundamen- 
talism we were directed to the 12 
volumes of The Fundamentals as 
the origin of Fundamentalism. Dr. 
Torrey was portrayed as one of 
the original speakers ffor this 


movement. In doing this these lib-

Jail: 1t’s Wonderful!? 


Are the iron bars, steel doors 
and high brick walls around our 
jails and penitentiaries to keep 
prisoners in or out? Most people 
think they are to keep the guilty 
confined, but strange things have 
happened recently. Up in Fremont, 
Michigan, a retired farmer from 
nearby Newaygo appeared before 
Justice John Taylor charged with 
parking his car illegally in front 
of a private drive. The man plead- 
ed guilty and was fined two dol- 
lars. But then the farmer startled 
the court by refusing to pay the 
fine and dec'aring he would “take 
three days in jail instead!” 

The elderly farmer told Justice 
Taylor, “I have never been there 
and I wonder what it’s like.” The 
startled judicial representative 
was perplexed for a moment, but 
then an interested party stepped 
forward and paid the fine, much to 
the relief of the justice. 

Along the same line, down in 
the Lone Star State a fifty-three 
year old ex-convict named Pete 
McKenzie, who has spent nearly 
two-thirds of his life in Texas 
prisons, petitioned Governor Price 
Daniel to return him behind bars. 
At one time under a death sent- 
ence for murder, McKenzie was 
pardoned in 1957 and told he must 
never return to Texas. However, 
McKenzie said that life was too 
difficult on the outside and he felt 
his suffering from asthma would 
be just benefited by a return to 
prison with its up-to-date hospital- 
ization methods. 

These are strange actions, in- 
deed, but the spiritual counterpart 
is seen on every hand. The Word 
of God likens the bondage of sin 
to a penitentiary and states ;that 
every individua! outside of Christ 
is in bondage. Isaiah 61:1 proph- 
etically proclaimed “liberty to the 
captives and the opening of prison 
to them that are bound,” yet mil- 
lions refuse the liberation, choos- 
ing to remain in the bitter bond- 
age of sin’s penitentiary and re- 
ceive cruel treatment from the 
hands of the warden, Satan. 

Are you in the penitentiary of 
sim? Let Jesus Christ, the great 
Emancipator, liberate you. Jesus 
said in John 8:36, “If the Son 
therefore shall make you free, ye 
shall be free indeed.”

Hedda Hopper, long considered 
the dean of movieland’s corres- 
pondents, does not always have 
too high an opinion of the business 
she represents. Radio and TV edi- 
tor Hal Humphrey quoted a re- 
cent interview with her in his 
column as follows: 

“*The motion picture industry,’ 
says this modern-day Carrie Na- 
tion, ‘is the greatest thing ever 
put into the hands of man, but 
it’s being sunk to Hell with its 
message pictures.

“Hedda recently had occasion 
to chat. briefly with Tennessee 
Williams, author of ‘Suddenly, 
Last Summer.’ The conversation 
went like this: 

“Hedda: Why do you go to 
the sewer for your stories? 

“Williams: I had a bad child- 
hood. 

“Hedda: All right! But you've 
grown up now, haven't you?” 

Humphrey also quoted Miss 
Hopper’s view about TV. Said she: 
“Television stinks!” 

Along the line of the movie, 
“On the Beach,” appeasing Rus- 
sia, Senator Wallace F. Bennett 
(Rep., Utah) declared that the 
film was “based on unscientific 
and dangerously misleading prem- 

e.”’ The picture, which deals with 
a nuclear war contaminating the 
atmosphere to such an extent. that 
the human race is gradually be- 
ing wiped out, is very misleading. 
Senator Bennett said, “The most 
important scientific fact which is 
ignored in the movie is the rapid 
decay rate of. radio-activity which 
makes it possible for most of the 
population to survive, provided 
they take precautions against rad- 
iation. The movie creates the 
completely incorrect impression 
that protective measures by indi- 
viduals or by communities are fu- 
tile.”

He did his duty as a magistrate 
and upheld the law, but he showed 
something of the mercy of God 
for his friend when he paid the 
penalty. There is little wonder 
that the lawbreaker was broken- 
hearted in his repentance.—George

And there will not be, for long, if we look 
to government for our security instead of 
earning it for ourselves. 
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and improvement. of the demo- 
cratic school system.” 

This is not the first rumbling of 
opposition to the private schools 
from bastions of the public edu- 
cators. But it is a loud one, and 
anybody familiar with the role of 
Teachers College as a seed bed for 
the public educators’ ideas will 
have ho difficulty in anticipating 
more. 

Private schools have always 
been an annoyance to_ public 
school officials, although so long 
as they were small and few they 
could be suffered. But one of the 
marked trends of recent years has 
been the growing dissatisfaction of 
the public with the public school 
education and the growing tenden- 
cy of middle-income people to seek 
something better for their chil- 
dren. And what was better was 
the private schools. 


Middle-Income Families 


When a rich man sends his son 
to prep school, it might be dis- 
missed as snobbery. But when 
middle-income families, already 
hard pressed by high local school 
taxes, are willing to take on (the 
additional burden of paying pri- 
vate school] tuition also, then the 
public school administrator cannot 
dismiss the matter so easily. Ev-

This is a blow to the pride of 
the public school administrator 
that he cannot take without doing 
battle. And being either unable or 
unwilling to meet the competition 
by making better public schools. 
so that there would be no pres- 
sure on parents to pay the extra 
cost of private schools, the public 
school administrator must flay his 
competitors. 


The private school system may 
be “wasteful” in the sense that 
many citizens of only moderate 
means are shouldering a double 
cost to educate their children 
properly. It may be un-democratic. 
we suppose, in that it means some 
children get better education than 
others. But it is typical of a_cer- 
tain mind that public school ad- 
ministrators would “solve” these 
problems by demanding that no 
one be allowed, even when willing 
to pay a high price, to have any- 
thing better than the all-too-often 
mediocre education offered by the 
public authorities.

On the tomb of Dr. John Condor, in Bun- 
hill Fields, London, was placed this inscrip- 
tion: “ | have sinned, | have repented; | 
have trusted, | have loved; | rest; | shall 
rise and through the grace of Christ, how- 
ever unworthy, | shall reign.” 
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The Revival We Need! 
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should not be put on any motion 
picture screen for public exhibi- 
tion. True, the Zanucks probably 
will make a fortune out of it... . 
I don’t suppose any word of mine 
will make a difference, and the 
picture will be made just the 
same, with all concerned making 
money. But I am still one hundred 
per cent against it.” 


The amount of sex sin going on 
about us is almost unbelievable. 
Three out of five marriages are 
ending in divorce courts. Homes 
are made shipwreck on every 
hand. Even in our fundamental 
churches divorce is becoming a 
very common thing in church 
families, With the breakdown of 
the home goes also the break- 
down of the nation’s morals. 

The number of illegitimate 
births is growing by leaps and 
bounds. In 1950 there were 141,600 
illegitimate births in the United 
States. In 1957 there were 201,700 
illegitimate births—81,000 of these 
born to teen-agers. In a recent re- 
vival meeting I met on one day 
alone two teen-age girls who had 
illegitimate children. A Southern 
California professor claims that 
sixty-five per cent of the brides 
who go to the altar today are not 
virgins. A University of Illinois 
professor recent publicly claimed 
that he saw no reason why young 
couples ought not to have sexual 
relations without the benefit of 
marriage. 


The newspapers and magazines 
have been recently full of Stories 
of cheating in American colleges 
and high schools. Investigations 
have revealed that a college stu- 
dent can, for the right amount of 
money, buy a college theme or 
even a doctor’s thesis from un- 
scrupulous organizations. Beyond 
any doubt American moral stand- 
ards are absolutely on the rocks. 
Employers report. that each year 
in the United States between one 
million and three million dollars 
are stolen in cash and materials 
from American industry. 


On every hand we «see. awful, 
sordid crimes which defy descrip- 
tion. Not too long ago as a 
sixteen-year-old girl in Houston, 
Texas, was listening to a teen- 
age dance show on the television, 
she calmly leveled a gun and shot 
her fourteen-year-old brother as 
he entered the room. 


. 
A Moral Revolution Absolutely 
Necessary 
Without a moral revolution in 
our nation we wil! be gone in a 
short time. This moral revolution 


cannot possibly come without an 
old-fashioned, Heaven-sent, Holy 
Ghost revival of religion in our 
land. Education cannot bring it. 
Psychology cannot bring it. Legis- 
lation cannot bring the moral 
revelution we need. Only a sweep- 
ing revival can do so! We need 
a wave of Hell-fire-and-brimstone 
preaching in our pulpits across 
the land today to bring about the 
fear of God in our midst. Preach- 
ers have so long preached a soft, 
flabby Gospel emphasizing only 
the love of God that Americans 
no longer fear God. Neighbor, 
without a genuine revival, Ameri- 
ca will go down the mora! drain. 


This revival must start with in- 
dividuals. Torrey once said that 
the way to revival is for each 
Christian to draw a chalk circle, 
step within that circle and ask 
God to, begin the revival inside 
that circle. How we need to search 
our own hearts, clean up our lives 
and set out to serve God individu- 
ally. 

But even this is not enough. We 
must begin to have some moral 
impact on our communities. If 
America is to be saved, the pul- 
pits must be revolutionized. We 
need a crusade of preaching on 
the wages of sin and the need for 
repentance. 


Here is a wonderful way you 
can help. I heard two different 
preachers recently weep as they 
prayed and told God what THE

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and cry out about modernism?” 
Because the Lord said we should. 
He said it would come in, and that 
we are to watch lest we be de- 
ceived about it. Read on: 


“And many shall follow their 
pernicious ways; by reason of 
whom the way of truth shall be 
evil spoken of.” 

What is the motive of the-com- 
munists, the modernists, the so- 
cialists, false prophets and cults? 

“And through covetousness shall 
they with feigned words |deceit- 
ful words, lying words| make 
merchandise of you: whose judg- 
ment now of a long time lingereth 
not, and their damnation slumber- 
eth not.” 

Damnable heresies. The passage 
I read said that every tree that 
doesn’t bring forth good fruit, 
judged by doctrine—that tree shall 
be cut down and cast in the fire. 
Here He said of false prophets that 
“their judgment now of a long time 
lingereth not, and their damnation 
slumbereth not.” The people God 
is talking about here are going to 
Hell. They pretend to be Chris- 
tians, pretend to be for God, pre- 
tend to be ministers, but they are 
poor lost sinners and their dam- 
nation slumbereth not. They are 
going quickly to Hell. 

Someone says, “I don’t like your 
calling these men names and say- 
ing things about them.” The Bi- 
ble said things about them, and 
I won't say anything about any- 
body unless I can prove that by 
his fruits he is a denier of Christ 
and that these words in the Scrip- 
tures were about him. 

First of all, I will define com- 


munism, .then define socialism, 
showing how the Bible opposes 
communism, and how socialism 


and communism are really the 
same essentially in foundation and 
doctrine. Then I will show how 
modernism is like them both. 


WHAT COMMUNISM 
ACTUALLY TEACHES 


First, I will set out to define 
communism. 

I have here in my hand a ser- 
mon by Dr. V. Raymond Edman, 
President of Wheaton College. 
This sermon was used in THE 
SworpD OF THE LorD in 1954. It is 
titled, “The Big Lie,” and it is 
a sermon on communism. He gives 
the Scripture about strong delu- 
sions, that they should believe 
a lie, and he says communism is 
“The Big Lie.” 

Now about Karl Marx, the foun- 
der of the doctrine of communism, 
Dr. Edman says: 

“It must be remembered that 
Karl Marx was a theorist, a doc- 
trinaire economist, with no prac- 
tical experience in the ideas which 
he propagated. He never earned 
a day’s wages in his life. Once 
he applied for employment in an 
office, but his handwriting was so 
wretched that he was immediately 
discharged. He lived by the lar- 
gesse of others. He lived aloof, 
isolated, even from them who sup- 
ported him out of their poverty. 
He was insensitive to the interests 
of others, irritable in the ex- 
treme, inconsiderate of everyone. 
Even his admiring biographers had 
to admit that he was ‘morbidly 
thin-skinned and jealously suspi- 
cious of the least sign of an- 
tagonism to his person or his 
doctrine.’ ”’ 


1. Communism Is Against 
Private Ownership of 
Property 

Karl Marx was no friend of the 
working man, though he claimed 
to be. Dr. Edman says further: 

“What are the basic communist 
economic principles? Karl Marx 
states them very graphically, with 
frankness that is brutal, in his 
Communist Manifesto, in which he 
says: 

“*The theory of the communists 
may be summed up in the single 
sentence: Abolition of prwate 
property. ” 

That quotation is from Karl 
Marx in Communist Manifesto. 
Warx goes on to say: 

“You are horrified at our in- 
tending to do away with private 
property in one word, you 
reproach us with intending to do 
away with your property. Pre- 
cisely so; that is just what we in- 
tend.” 

Communism: sets out to do 
away with private property, to 
seize people’s property, and wheth- 


er they do it by law or whether 
they do it without law, literally 
to rob people of their property, to 
abolish private property. 

I quote from Dr. Edman’s ser- 
mon: 


“To achieve this abolition of 
private property so that every- 
thing is owned corporately by the 
State, a communist program was 
proposed by Marx. He declared 
that “The proletariat will use its 
political supremacy to wrest, by 
degrees, all capital from the bour- 
geoisie, to centralize all instru- 
ments of production in the hands 
of the State;’ and to that end 
the communists plan: 

“1. ‘Abolition of property im 
land and application of all rents 
of land to public purposes.’ ’ 

Notice, all property in land is 
to be turned over to the State, lit- 
tle by little, to be wrested, twist- 
ed, stolen, robbed, confiscated 
from’ people and taken by the 
State. 

“2. ‘A heavy progressive or 
graduated income tax.’ 

Now note carefully. I'll refer to 
that again. This is a communist 
proposal. What is the purpose? To 
Steal the property of people and 
put it into the hands of the State. 
And one method? “A heavy pro- 
gressive or graduated income tax.” 

“3. ‘The abolition of all right 
of inheritance, ” 

You may begin to see some like- 
ness to the New Deal. program. 
“Abolition of all right of inherit- 
ance.”’ If the lands cannot go to 
sons, if the property cannot go to 
daughters, it can be confiscated 
in inheritance taxes by the State. 
“The abolition of private proper- 

’ This is the communist meth- 
od of doing it. Again, 

“4. ‘Confiscation of the proper- 
ty of all emigrants and rebels 
lby “emigrants and rebels” was 
meant citizens who would flee 
from a communist State].’” 

All the people who couldn't 
stand that, their lives in danger, 
would flee and the government 
would take their property. Quot- 
ing again, 

“5. *‘Centralization of credit in 
the hands of the State, by means 
of a national branch with State 
capital and an exclusive monopoly ; 
and furthermore the socialization 
of transportation,’ ” 

That is, taking over the rail- 
roads, the bus lines, air lines. 
Factory production—seizing all 
the factories, all the mills. Agri- 
culture—seizing all the farms, all 
the ranches, all the gardens. 

Dr. Edman continues his quote 
from Marx: 

«e.. and concluding with what 
already has long since been avail- 
able, “Free education for all chil- 
dren in public schools.”’” 

That part we have had from 
many, many years back in Ameri- 
ca, 

Now, do you@®know what the 
program of communism is? The 
abolition of private property, get- 
ting a dictatorship of some work- 
ing people over the people who 
have owned property and have 
been bosses and have been owners 
and have been managers and fore- 
men, then little by little steal or 
“wrest’”’—the word Marx uses— 
or rob from people all private 
property—all their lands, all their 
mills, all their garages, all their 


stores, all the means of produc- 
tion, all the railroads, all the 
mines. 


2. Communism Would Destroy 
Freedom of the Individual 


I'll go a little further now. As 
well as the abolition of private 
property, it plans the destruction 
of individual freedom. 

Karl Marx agair speaks: 

“The abolition of this state of 
things is called by the bourgeoisie, 
abolition of individuality. and free- 
dom! And rightly so.” 

Quoting Karl Marx: 

“The abolition of bourgeois in- 
dividually, bourgeois independence, 
and bourgeois freedom, is wun- 
doubtedly aimed at.” . 

That is this: Let us get a few 
working people and put them in 
charge, make them dictators, and 
we intend, he says, to take the 
freedom away from’ everybody 
who owns any property, as well as 
their profits. T’ll not go further 
into it, though there is much 
more. But the plan is to put them 
in the greatest_ bondage possible. 

Here is another word. Another 
quotation. Dr. Edman says: 

“To that end the bases of so- 
ciety must be destroyed. First, 
the ‘individual the middle-

Not only “Thou shalt not steal,” 
but property ownership is the only 
matter in the Ten Command- 
ments, as far as I know, that is 
mentioned twice. He says, ‘““Thou 
shalt not covet thy neighbour’s 
house, thou shalt not covet thy 
neighbour’s wife, nor his man- 
servant, nor his maidservant, 
his ox, nor his nor any thing 
that is thy neighbour’s.” Nothing 
could be clearer than that 
intended people to own property, 
to own land, to own oxen, to own 
asses, and it should be undis- 
turbed, that it would be a sin even 
for people to covet what belongs 
to somebody So every com- 
munist is a thief because he wants 
what not belong to him, 
what he did not earn. 

I'll go further: Every socialist 
and New Dealer crooked be- 
cause he. violates this plain com- 
mand.of God to covet for himself

Again in Exodus 22, the Scrip- 
ture says, “If a man shall steal 
an ox, or a sheep, and kill‘it, or 
sell it; he shall restore five oxen 
for an ox, and four sheep for a 
sheep.” That’s pretty drastic, isn't 
it? Yes, but God is saying, ‘I want 
you to see that there is something 
that is inviolate.’ You cannot dis- 
turb the Bible law of private own- 


ership without sinning against 
God. If it is an ox, you restore 
five times; if it is a sheep, you 


restore four times. Then God goes 
on to say that if a thief be found 
breaking in at night and you 
knock him in the head and kill 
him, you will be blameless. 

You say, “I don’t think so much 
of property rights as I do of hu- 
man rights.” But property own- 
ership is a human right. And God 
requires it. Any philosophy of gov- 
ernment that violates this plain 
order of God—that people may 
earn or buy property and own it; 
people may buy it and keep it 
and use it, and may reap from 
it, and may invest in it, and earn 
from the investment—any philoso- 
phy that is against that, is against 
the Bible plan. 

Why do Americans prosper? Be- 
cause the American Constitution 
is primarily based upon such cer- 


tain fundamental laws that are 
God’s laws. It was no accident 
that the founders of our country 


put on the dollar, “In God We 
Trust.” It is no accident that we 
inaugurate a man as President by 
having him kiss the Bible. It is 
no accident that we have a chap- 


lain pray every time Congress 
opens, every time the Senate 
opens. It is no accident that we 


have set out to have a chaplain for 
every group of soldiers and on 
every major battleship, to pray 
and preach the Gospel and stand 
for God. Yes, our forefathers 
wanted a country based on God's 
law.

He gave a settlement to other 
sons after he married Keturah, 
and sent them away. Fhen the 
great bulk of his estate, the Scrip- 
ture says, he gave to Isaac, That 
is an inheritance in a Bible pat- 
tern. The Bible tells us how Da- 
vid had accumulated great wealth 
and left it in the hands of King 
Solomon so that Solomon was one 
of the richest men who ever lived. 
Inheritance. 


That isn’t all. The land of Pales- 
tine was cut up according to fam- 
ilies and it was the law and the 
rule that the land, the farms, the 
estates should be handed down 
father to son, to grandson, to 
great grandson, year after year. 
And Leviticus, chapter 25, goes 
into a great deal of detail to show 
us how that if a man fall on hard 
days and has to sell his inherit- 
ance, within a year’s time he can 
go and redeem it back, because 
God is saying it is proper and 
right and it is good for society 
that the inheritance should pass 
from father to son. 

Now Karl Marx’s idea, and the 


New Deal idea in America—that 
gifts and taxes and inheritance 


taxes should take all that a man 
has earned away from him and his 
heirs to buy votes with from 
the common people who want a 
free ride, and will be glad to vote 
for a man that wi!l give them 
more—is wrong. I say, that idea 
is not of God. It was Kar] Marx’s 
idea, which he got from the Devil. 
The Bible is for inheritance and 
passing on of property to sons. 


5. The Bible Teaches the Great 
Principle of Sowing and Reap- 
ing, Earning and Getting 

Here is another matter. How 
does the Bible differ from com- 
munism? There is a divine law 
of sowing and reapjng which com- 
munism and_e “socialism ignore. 
What is this law in the Bible? 
“Whatsoever a man soweth, that 
shall he also reap.” The divine 
law is;—““They that sow in tears 
shall reap in joy. He that goeth 
forth and weepeth bearing pre- 
cious seed, shall doubtless come 
again with rejoicing, bringing his 
sheaves with him.” What you sow 
you have a right to reap. If you 
sow sin, you are going to reap

A talent is a 
certain measurement of money. 
“Now, I left ‘you a talent; why

|Thou wicked and slothful servant, 


thou knewest that I reap where 
I sowed not, and gather where I 
have not strawed: Thou oughtest 
therefore to have put my money 
to the exchangers |invested in a 
bank, or invested in a loan trust] 
and then at my coming I should 
have _received mine own with 
usury.” 

Now Jesus Christ Himself Was 
talking, and He said that it is 
proper and right to invest your 
money and get interest on your 
money. Communism, then, is 
_against the Bible. Anybody is 
against the Bible who tries to 
shut off investing because a man 
has money. He saved it, he worked 
for it, he put it. by, he was thrifty, 
while a lot of you other people 
would go on relief, while you went 
out to the night spots and spent 
it in luxury and riotous living. 

I’m having to pay taxes to keep 
some of you deadbeats up down 
here in Tennessee because you 
want to use electricity that the 
‘rest of us pay for. I helped to 


on the TVA proposition, to put it 
in. So it doesn’t have to pay taxes 
and so you people down here in 
the Tennessee area get electricity 
which you do not pay for, but ride 
the rest of the United States be- 
cause you pay less than it cost. 
Aren’t you proud of that, you 
people on relief? 


4, God’s Plan for Inheritance 
of Wealth and Property 


Now, again, the Bible has a 
clear word about _ inheritance. 
Listen, .the Scripture tells us that 
Abraham had fiocks and herds 
and much riches. and. he left it 


all to Isaac. He gave a settlement 


pay a billion and a half dollars; 


ity, and to each according to his 
need.” Not to each according as 
he has earned, but to each accord- 
ing to his need. You see, com- 
munism changes God’s divine law. 
Divine law is sow and reap. If 
one @arns more money, he ought 
to get more money. If one works 
harder, he ought to get a raise. 
The fellow who does not work 
as much ought to be fired. That 
is divine law. 
Paul said in II 
‘I’ve written to 
are some who are _ busybodies, 
working not at all and causing 
trouble. All right, let such eat 
his own bread. When I was there 
before, I told you that if any 
would not work, neither should 
he eat.’ Hard boiled? No, that’s 
just a matter of right and wrong. 
That is just sowing and reaping. 
That is the divine law. That is 
why there is a Hell for Christ- 
rejecting sinners. That is why 
there is a reward for soul win- 
ning. That is why, when a man 
works hard, he can make a bet- 
ter crop. That is why the man 
who works harder and _ studies 
more, advances and gets to own 
the business. That is God’s law, 
not man’s. What you call capital- 
ism is another way of saying that 
what you sow, you reap; another 
way of saying God blesses hard 
work, and faith, and enterprise, 
and intelligence, and self-sacrifice. 
But divine law? Communism is 
against it, socialism is against it. 


6. It Is Not Wrong to Save, to 
Invest, to Get Wealth 


Let us see another thing here, 
another way. The Bible says rich- 
es and honor properly come to 
people who serve God. Proverbs, 
chapter 3, verses 9 and 10: 

“Honour the Lord with thy sub- 
stance, and with the firstfruits of 
all thine increase: So shall thy 
barns be filled with plenty, and 
thy presses shall burst out with 
new wine.” 

I'll show you that socialism and 
communism have the same root, 
have the same creed. I'll show, 
you in\a moment, but right now) 
Tt want you to see that social- 
ism and communism say that for 


Thessa!onians 3, 
you that there 


a man to earn more money is 
wrong, that the fellow with the, 
muscles and the fellow who wants 
only a 30-hour week ought to have 
just as much as the fellow who 
schemes and plans and stays 
awake at night and works 16 
hours a day, and so on. He says 
that the one ought to have as 
much as the other. The Bible 
doesn’t say that. The communist 
says that there is no difference, 
and that since there is no God 
any how, it is to everybody ac- 
cording to his needs. But the Bi- 
ble says, “Honour the Lord with 
thy substance, and with the first- 
fruits of all_thine increase: So 
shall thy bafns be filled with 
plenty, and thy presses shall burst 
out with new wine.” A divine law 
of sowing and reaping. A divine 
law of wealth. A divine law, that 
it is an honor to earn more money, 
to make good in this world, .to 
save money, and take care of your 
family. 

The communistic and socialist- 
ic plan is that everybody more or 
less is on relief. A paternal state, 
a welfare state, with some labor- 
ing people in charge of it, every- 
body dipping into the fund so you 
can keep them in line, so you can 
buy their votes, and tell them 
what to do, etc. 


What is the Bible plan? Take 
care of your own people. Paul said 
to Timothy, ‘If anyone has a 
mother, or an aunt, or a widow to 
take care of, don’t bring her to 
the church. You requite your own 
parents.’ Then comes that famous 
Seripture which is nearly always 
quoted out of context, “If any 
provide not for his own, afd spe- 
cially for those of his own house 
'the widows of his own household, 
his own widowed mother or aunt, 
or old-maid sister, or somebody 
else who needs support of his own 
family!, he hath denied the faith, 
and is worse than an infidel.” 


This socialistic idea that the 
government has to take care of 
all the old people, has to take care 
of everybody when the work runs 
out, and so on, is against the Bi- 
ble plan. The Bible plan is, “Hon- 
our thy father and thy mother.” 
Don’t you think there are some 
people who need to be taken care 
of? Yes, and Paul goes on to say 
in I Timothy, “Let not a widow 
be taken into the number if she 
is less than sixty 4yvears old.” Any 
woman under sixty will try to 
marry again anyhow, if she gets 
a chance! And a woman past sixty 
could be persuaded! But let a wid- 
ow not be taken unless she has 
been married only to one hus- 
band, and if she have washed the 
saints’ feet, if she has been good 
in taking in strangers, has been 
charitable, and so on. It is all right 
for society to support that kind 
of a woman, if she is. past sixty 
and has been married only once, 
and !ived for God, a faithful Chris- 
tian woman, and if she has no 
child to support her. That is the 
ordinary way, the American way, 
what we call capitalism, the free 
enterprise way. Do you see the 
difference from that and socialism, 
and communism? 


SOCIALISM AND COM- 
MUNISM ALIKE 


Now what do we mean by so- 
cialism? Let me define socialism. 
I have here a book, Labor and To- 
morrows World, by Bishop G. 
Bromley Oxnam, Methodist bishop 
in Washington, D. C., the most 
important diocese of all of Meth- 
odism. 


Socialism, Just Like Commu- 
nism, Says Do Away With 
Private Ownership of 
Property and Business 


On page 90 Dr. Oxnam tells us 
what socialism is. This is an 
authoritative statement. He is a 
socialist, and favors it, and knows 
what it is. 


“In a little volume now more 
than thirty years old entitled So- 
cialism Summed Up, Morris Hill- 
quit set forth the essential posi- 
tion of the socialist with excep- 
tional lucidity. He says: “The So- 
cialists demand that the principal 
industries of the nation, the busi- 
ness of providing the necessaries 
of life, be conducted by the com- 
munity for the benefit of its mem- 
bers.’ ”’ 

And then he says: ~ 

“Stated in more concrete terms, 
the Socialist program requires the 
public or collective ownership and 
operation of the principal] instru- 
ments and agencies for the pro- 


duction and distribution of wealth 


—the land, mines,  raHroads, 
steamboats, telegraph and tele- 
phone lines, milis, factories and 
modern machinery. |That takes 
in most of it, doesn’t it? What 
about that, that they are not to 
be privately owned but to be 
owned by the government? That 
is socialism.—Ed, | | 

“This is the main program and 
the ultimate aim of the whole 
Socialist movement, and the po- 
Kitical creed of all Socialists, It 
is the unfailing test of Socialist 
adherence, and admits of no limi- 
tation, extension or _ variation. 
Whoever accepts this program is 
a Socialist; whoever does not, is 
not.” 

What is the program? Public 
ownership of all the principal in- 
struments and agencies, produc- 
tion, distribution of wealth, the 
land, the mines, railroads, all the 
farms, al! the factories, al] the 
shops, steamboat, telegraph, tele- 
phone lines, mills, factories, and 
modern machinery. No private 
ownership. That is_ socialism. 
You ask the difference between 
that and communism. No differ- 
ence in the creed. The only dif- 
ference is that communism, as it 
is in Russia, insists on the right 
to do it with a violent overthrow, 
bloodshed, and murder, while the 
socialists say, “No, let us get in 
and do it in America. We can get 
Huey Long, or Roosevelt, and lit- 
tle by little fool the people to keep 
giving more of other people's 
money so we can get enough votes 
and we take things away and 
change the income tax, and change 
inheritance tax, and put on confis- 
catory income. taxes on the higher 
bracket, then it won’t be long un- 
til we have all the rich people 
poor, and the poor people will 
be in charge, the ones who didn’t 
earn it.’”’ You see, there is no dif- 
ference in the creed. The only 
difference is whether you kill 
somebody to do it, or whether you 
do it without killing. 

Who is the father of commun- 
ism? Karl Marx. Who is. the fa- 
ther of socialism? Karl Marx. You 
know what the name of Russia 
is? Russia is the Soviet Union of 
Socialist Republics. What is Rus- 


sia? A socialist state. No differ- 
ence in socialism and commun- 
ism. 


Why Communists and Social- 
ists Turn Up Together: 
They Agree 
How many have ever read the 
book, The Witness? Whittaker 
Chambers in that book tells how 
strange it is that New Dealers in 
some naive way can’t recognize 
the communists. President Roose- 
velt just could not believe that 
Alger Hiss was a communist and 
betraying his country. He just 
could not believe that Dexter 
White was a communist and be- 
traying his country. He kept pro- 
moting him and kept whacking ev- 
erybody who raised his head to 
defend America from communism. 

Now why? Because fundament- 
ally the real reason is that there 
was kinship of spirit, and so they 
believed alike—the one a commun- 
ist and the other a socialist. They 
say, “Take the money away from 
the man who earns it and give it 
to the fellow who does not earn 
it. Take over things by the gov- 
ernment; let the government run 
everything; don’t let anybody 
make very much money. And be 
sure to keep enough at hand to 
pass out to buy votes with, buy 
the farmers by giving them money 
to plow up what they planted, or 
pay them more than they could 
get on the law of supply and de- 
mand on the natural markets,” 
ete. But always the same prin- 
ciple—take it over, own it by the 
state, use it for political purposes, 
buy the votes, buy the people, put 
over a program with it, and finally 
end up in a dictatorship. 

Now there is no difference in 
the eventual end of the socialists 
and the communists. The commun- 
ists say, “Let us kill people and 
get them out of the way and 
do it now.” The socialists say, 
“No, let us do it a little slower 
and easier. Don’t kill them if we 
can help it.” I’m not lying, nor 
joking, nor twisting, but giving 
you the facts about it. 

Why is there a kinship? Why is 
it? Here a man says, “I’m against 
communism.” But what he means 
is, “I’m against Russia.” But, he 
says, “I'd like to make America 
like Russia.” E. Stanley Jones 
would say, “Oh, I’m against com- 
munism.” But he would say, “I 
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mean, of course, Russian commun- 
ism. But Id like to help get 
America to be a collective state 
like Russia.” Do you see? 


HOW MODERNISM FITS 
THE SOCIALIST- 
COMMUNIST PROGRAM 


Here is a book, Labor in To- 
morrows World, by G. Bromley 
Oxnam—“A distinguished inter- 
pretation of the labor movement 
in relation to the world-wide mis- 
sion of the Christian church.” You 
will be interested to know that 
this book is dedicated to Francis 
John McConnell, the most radical 
modernist of the Methodist church, 
now retired, and who, I believe, 
recently died. 


Here is another book, Preaching 
and the Social Crisis, edited by 
G. Bromley Oxnam, and this has 
a great many sertes of lectures 
delivered for the Boston Universi- 
ty School of Theology. Contents: 


“Preaching and Socialism,” by 
Kirby Page; 
“Communism’s Challenge _ to 


Christianity,” by Jerome Davis; 

“Preaching and the Industrial 
Order,” by Harry Frederick Ward, 
the man who started the Metho- 
dist Social Action Committee and 
._ sworn before Congress to be a 
communist, a professor in’ Union 
Theological Seminary and _ the 
teacher and mentor of Bishop Ox- 
nam himself. Dr. Oxnam used to 
be his secretary; 

“Preaching and the Race Prob- 
lem,”” by William Nelson DeBerry; 

“The Preacher and Revolution,” 
by G. Bromley Oxnam; and other 
chapters by Francis McConnell, 
Burris Atkins Jenkins, etc., more 
of the same kind. 


Do you rememher the method 
that Karl Marx said that com- 
munism should use to take proper- 
ty away from the people and to 
get it in the hands of a dictator- 
ship? Listen and I'll read you his 
statements. Here they are: 

“1. Abolition of private proper- 
ty in land and application of all 
rents of lands to public purposes. 
2. A heavy progressive or gradu- 
ated income tax.” 

Now, why, if one man, beyond 
a certain low limit, so a man will 
have a chance, beyond that, why 
not everybody 10% or everybody 
20%? No, because the man .who 
made more money may want to 
take it away from you, Marx says, 
so let us get 90% of his while 
we get 20% of somebody else. So 


says Marx and some other people ' 


you’ve heard about. All right, listen 
now. 


"3. The abolition of all right of 
inheritance.” 

Let’s take it away in taxes in- 
stead of letting a man give it to 
his children. 

“4. The confiscation of the prop- 
erty of all emigrants and rebels,” 
those who may have left the 
State, “5. Centralization of credit 
in the, hands of the State, 
furthermore, the socialization of 
transportation, factory production, 
agriculture.” 

We're pretty far gone toward 
that in agriculture now. I’m just 
reminding you of how closely alike 
are communism and _ “socialism. 
Those are two of the triplets that 
are fairly to be called members 
of the same. party! 


Modernists Openly Avow 
Socialism 

We go a little further. How are 
modernism, communism, and so- 
cialism alike? Now, I think I have 
showed you there would be no 
doubt that communism and social- 
ism are alike. But now how is 
modernism like socialism and com- 
munism? Here are the facts. For 
example, this book by G. Bromley 
Oxnam on Preaching and the So- 
cial Crisis is not about the Gos- 
pel, is not the plan of salvation, is 
not what the Bible teaches us, 
but is about preaching and the so- 
cial crisis of turning everything 
that we can into socialism in this 
country. Now, why would ‘that 
have to be by a Methodist preach- 
er and why would three of the 
sermons in here be by Methodist 
bishops? On page 19 I read in 
this book by a modernist preacher. 
See if you think this is socialism 
or not. This sermon is by Kirby 
Page, edited by Bishop Oxnam: 
“It is supremely tragic that at 
this late day evidence must still 
be produced that Socialism is 


much closer akin to Christian gos- 
pel than capitalism.” 


That isn’t so, but that’s what 
he says. So-he’s a socialist, isn’t 
he? AH right, quoting again from 
page 19: 

“For the Christian Church to 
disentangle itself from the meshes 
of capitdlism |the American free 
enterprise system, private ownef- 
ship of property| is as crucial and 
urgent in our time as it wag for 
the~ church of our fore fathers’ 
day to break with slavery.” 

Another quotation, page 32. Are 
modernist preachers socialist and 
communist? Listen carefully now: 


“Surely, it is obvious that the 
co-operative method of Socialism 
is much closer akin to Jesus’ way 
of life than is the competitive 
combat of capitalism.” 

So Kirby Page said, with Bishop 
Oxnam’s approval, 

Here is another one. On page 
38, Jerome Davis, a famous mod- 
ernist and socialist, says in this 
book, edited by Bishop Oxnam: 


“They demand a dictatorship of 
producers. They |the communist 
leaders; believe it is possible to 
own, control and use all property 
for the benefit of the workers 
through a system of state Social- 
ism.” 

You see, they know socialism 
and communism are the same. 


“Nothing must be run for the 
profit of the individual; everything 
must be run in the interests of 
the masses—the rea] producers. 
Production must be for use and 
not for profit. Furthermore, they 
demand that all property relations 
be Humanized: that we must revo- 
lutionize factory conditions in the 


interests of the workers. Al] m- 
come must be. socialized. No- 
body’s income according to his 


work, but according to what the 
State decrees, you see?| The ef- 
fort of everyone in society shall 
be planned and directed—for the 
common good.” 


No one will work where he 
wants to; he works where he is 
told. Nobody to get what he 
agrees and bargains to work for; 
he will get what the State, run 
by dictators, tells him he can get. 
Now, that statement is by Jerome 
Davis, modernist preacher, and 
edited by Bishop G. Bromley Ox- 
nam of Washington, D. C., the 
most prominent bishop of the 
Methodist Church and one of the 
presidents of the World Council 
of Churches. 


Modernist Leaders Say They 
Are Leaders in Socialist- 
Modernist Revolution 


Here is another one, another 
quotation by Jerome Davis on 
page 55: 

“As ministers of Jesus Christ, 
we must recognize again that we 
are leaders in a_ revolutionary 
movement... .” 


Well, then, what is the Metho- 
dist Church training preachers 
for? To be leaders in a revolution- 
ary movement. What is the Na- 
tional Council of Churches insist- 
ing that preachers do? To be lead- 
ers in a revolutionary movement. 
Listen now. “ . Which is seek- 
ing nothing short of the complete 
overthrow of special privilege 
‘that is, a man keeping what he 
earns], economic selfishness [I'll 
earn it and I'll get paid for it}, 
and racial discrimination.” This in- 
volves not only a revolution of 
the human heart but a revolution 
of the social order. 

Change the American way of 
life to the Russian way of life. 
Socialism. Communism, . 


How Modernists And Commu- 
nists Are Alike in Being 
Against the Bible 


Now, why is it that G. Brom- 
ley Oxnam, for example, admitted 
before the Investigating Commit- 
tee of Congress, that he had joined 
nine different communist-front or- 
ganizations? Note, he did not say 
he was a communist, and nobody 
accused him of being a communist, 
but if he were a_ communist, he 
wouldn’t tell it. I don’t know; I 
don’t say that. But he admitted 
that he had joined nine different 
organizations which, it turned out, 
had been organized by communists 
and for communist aims in Amer- 
ica. Now, why is it fhat modern- 
ists run with that crowd? And 
those that are not red are pink. 
I want to show you why they are 
alike. - 

Listen carefully. First of all, 
they start alike against the Bible. 


; 


The communists hate the Bible. 
The communists say that all re- 
ligion is the opiate of the peo- 
ple. They start alike in that they 
do not believe the Bible. The mod- 
ernist doesn’t believe the Bible. 
They say, “We will not have that 
authority.” The communist says, 
“We will not have the Bible as 
authority.” The socialist says, “We 
will not have that Bible as author- 


ity.” Does danybody know why 
as soon’ as we got a pro-socialist 
New-Deal government in this 
country, we repealed the 


Kighteenth Amendment? The Bi- 
ble standards do not fit with so- 
cialism and communism. 


They are alike in that they. all 
reject the Bible. Listen to me! 
Don't put a modernist in with 
Christians. Put him with infidels. 
The man who does not believe that 
the Bible is true, does not be- 
lieve that Jesus was born of a 
virgin, who believes that the Bi- 
ble is a book of myths and legends 
as Well as some good things, and 
who does not believe in the aton- 
ing blood, that man is not a Chris- 
tian, but is an -infidel! He is an 
unbeliever! You rate a modern- 
ist not with Christians but with 


Tom Payne, with Bob 
with Voltaire. On all the princi- 
pal essentials they agree exactly. 
Yes. Now do you see why they 
are alike? 


Modernists, Like Communism, 
Have a Philosophy Based on 
Evolution, Not Supernatural 

Creation 

Second, they are alike on evolu- 
tion. Modernists believe that the 
world came not by direct creation 
of God, but by evolution; that man 
came by slowly evolving from low- 
er forms of iife. They trace man 
from apes on back to one-celled 
animals, ete. They believe that 
man came by evolution. But that 
is a part of the particular doctrine 

of Karl Marx. And to whom did 
Karl Marx dedicate his book, Com- 


munist Manifesto? To Charles 
Darwin! Yes. He says that the 
human race is evolving upward 


and that therefore, little by little, 
society is growing into a better 
state and eventually we will not 
have any private property, and 
everybody will own everything to- 
gether. And he says that evolu- 
tion is absolutely certain to bring 
communism over the whole world. 
So Stalin taught, so all commun- 
ists believe. So you believe when 
you believe in evolution instead of 
direct creation by God, when you 
believe not that God’s Bible is 
authoritative, but that just what- 
ever will work out to fit your 
scheme is all right. . 


Modernists, Like Communists 
and Socialists, Exalt Man 
As Good 


Do you see the difference? Now 
third, modernists, evolutionists, so- 
cialists, all believe alike on the 
creation of man. The _ Bible 
says that man was created 
in God’s image but fell, that 
man is a fallen creature, that 
the heart is desperately wick- 
ed, that a man must be born again 
or go to Hell, that man is an ene- 
my of God, estranged from God 
from the womb. But modernism 
says, “No.” ‘They said, “Man 
'Christian Science puts it this way 
too| is the unfaHen son of God.” 
The modernist declares that there 
is good in every man. He says God 
is the father of all and that all 
are brothers. He says men do not 
need to be born again—he is al- 
ready born of God. I have a book 
by Harry Emerson Fosdick, The 
Hope of the World, in which he 
says in a sermon on “The Peril of 
Worshipping Jesus,” “Do you be- 
lieve that- Jesus is divine? Yes,” 
he said, “I do; like my mother was 
divine.” Is he blaspheming? 

Now, communist, socialist, mod- 
ernist, all agree that man is es- 
sentially good, and it is just the 
system that is wrong. If man had 
a chance he would come out all 
right. Do you see why modern- 
ists turn naturally to socialism? 
Do you know why the modernist 
or liberal will be working for a 
collective state and for uniting all 
the churches, and uniting world 
government, and everybody get- 
ting together to own the property 


collectively instead of private en- 


terprise? Because he does not be- 
lieve what the Bible says about 
man, but he believes man is es- 
sentially good, like the socialists 
and the communists believe! The 
modernists and the socialists and 


eg | hound 
communists and with infidels, with |

communists all come out alike on 
that matter. Do you see why they 
run together? They do not always 
know why, but it turns out that 
way because they are-alike. They 
have the same doctrinal back- 
ground. 


The Deceitful Morality of 
Communism and Modern- 
ism Alike 

Fourth, the modernists and the 
communists are alike in a certain 
wicked immorality. The Bible de- 
clares that with feigned words 
these modernists wi'l make mer- 
chandise of you. with de- 
ceitful words,” the Scripture says. 
They are false prophets come to 
you in sheep’s clothing. They are 
wolves in sheep’s clothing. What 
do you mean? They are pretend- 
ing to be sheep, but they are 
wolves. They are pretending to 
be preachers of the Gospel, but 
they are infidels. They will come 
as angels of light, Paul said, but 
they are enemies of your souls, 
and they are wicked spirits. Do 
you see what the Bible teaches? 

A communist says, “I don’t 
agree with the Bible, so I am not 
by the Ten Command- 
ments.” He says, “There no 
God, so there is no morality, and 
there's nobody holding me to ac- 
count. If I can get by with it, 
I'll get by with it.” There is no 
right and wrong to a communist 
except, “What will advance com- 
munism and what will not?” If 
lying will win, if murder wi!l win, 
if stealing will win, if rape will 
win, that is all right. The com- 


is 


‘munists have no morality. A man 


is a fool to trust Russia because 
Russian leaders are all commun- 
ists, which means they will tell 
as big a lie as they want to.| 


They've no conscience on it. They 
say if it prospers Russia, and if 
it prospers communism, then it is 
right to lie. 

What about a modernist? What 
do you think about a modernist 
who comes in and is ordained 
a Baptist preacher and says that 
he agrees with the New Hamp- 
shire Confession of Faith. “What 
do you believe? Were you convert- 
ed? What do you believe about 
the inspiration of the Bible? What 
do you believe about Hell? What 
do you believe about the blood 
atonement? How do you believe 
people are saved?’ Are preachers 
asked those questions still? Now 
what about a Baptist preacher 
who says he believes the Bible, 
says he believes the virgin birth, 
believes Jesus rose from the dead, 
says he believes man is a sinner and 
must be born. again, but takes 
those vows tongue in cheek, then 
little by little’ sets out to break 
down faith and to deny the Bible 
that he promised God and men he 
would support? 

A Methodist preacher wrote me, 
and I answered his letter just to- 
day, “I wish you~would have that 
SWORD OF THE LorRD stopped. I 
don’t want it coming to my place.” 
And he said some mean things. I 
wrote him that I would stop the 
paper whom someone sent him be- 
cause they loved him. But I asked 
him, “Why don’t you be honest 
about it and say, “The truth is, 
I am against the historic Christian 
position; I do not believe the Bi- 
ble; I despise the Christ presented 
in THE SworD OF THE LORD’? Why 
don’t you say that instead of run- 
ning me down and accusing me of 
being a trouble-maker?” I went on 
to say, “You were ordained, and 
every Methodist preacher who is 
ordained once took solemn vows 
that he believes’ the Articles of 
Religion of the Methodist Church 
which are unchanged down 
through the years. And you vowed 
publicly to teach them and defend 
them..Now, then, suppose you took 
them tongue in cheek. Never 
mind; you will meet God and give 
an account. Yes, we will stop THE 
SWORD OF THE LORD but what can 
an honest man do when he finds 
he is not a Christian and is against 
historic Christianity and against 
the Christ of the Bible and he is 
pretending to be a Gospel minis- 
ter?” 

I am saying there is a funda- 
mental kinship of immorality and 
deceit. and wickedness with a man 
who is a modernist, just like the 
man who is a communist. Isn’t it 
terrible that men should creep in 
and try to steal secrets and be- 
tray the United States Govern- 
ment? Yes. Well, what is the dif- 
ference for a man to teach in 
Louisville Seminary, supported by 
honest Baptist money, and there 
break down faith of young men 


as 


in the inspiration of the Bible, 
knowing he is paid by the sacri- 
ficial gifts of common Baptists 
who believe it all? That is Aas 
fundamentally wicked as murder. 
Yes sir! 
Do you 
and modernists 
stripe? They 


see that communists 
are of the same 
are wicked, rebel- 
‘ious sinners, against God and 
against Christ, against the Bible 
and against Bible morality and Bi- 
ble doctrine and Bible truth. They 
are triplets—communism, social- 
ism, modernism. 


FOR THE CHRISTIAN IT 
MUST BE CHRIST AND 
THE WHOLE BIBLE 
OR NOTHING 
Now a final word. We need to 
say, “It the Bible and Christ, 
or nothing.”” Somebody may say, 
“Tt the Baptist denomination 
or nothing.” But you are wrong, 
brother, sister. One will £o 
into modernism unless he believes

it is Christ and the Bible, come 
Hell or high water. Christ and 
the Bible—wherever He leads, 
whatever it teaches! 

Somebody wrote about me, 
“Brother John Rice used to be 
such a sound Baptist, but now 
he is for so-and-so.”” Sound Bap- 
tist? Maybe so, maybe not. But 
I've always been for Christ and 


the Bible, the blood atonement, the 
virgin birth, the bodily resurrec- 
tion, Heaven and Hell. If God said 
it, it is so. I dare you to find any 
time I have ever wavered on any 
of that. 


You say, “But my friends.” 
Friendship isn’t first. It is Christ 
and the Bible first. You say, “It 
is the program.” Not the program 
first! Christ and the Bible. “But 
I'!] lose friends.” Well, lose them. 

America is doomed unless we 
say, “Friendship or no friendship; 
democratic party or no party; 


whether the people lead or don’t 
lead; whether it pays or doesn’t 
pay; whether I get cheaper elec- 
tricity or not.’ We had better get 
back to the American way of life, 
private ownership of property, 
paying honest debts, receiving 
what we deserve, paying what we 
owe. That is the American way. 

And in Christianity it is back 
to Jesus Christ, the blood, the in- 
fallible Bible, and “I will follow 
it if I lose every friend in the 
world, and break with everybody.” 
I would rather shake hands and 
call “brother” any Catholic priest 
who loves Jesus Christ and be- 
lieves the Bible than to shake 
hands with a Baptist who does 
not believe the Bible! 


There is just one safe place and 
that is saying, “By God’s grace I 
am going to stick right here with 
the Word.” 


Closing Prayer: 

© God, tonight, do put some 
iron in the backbones of preach- 
ers. O God, put some holy con- 
viction in the hearts of Christians. 
Help people to say, I will not, God 
helping me, not with a dime of 
money, not even with an encour- 
aging word, I will not back up 
infidelity and modernism, the ene- 
mies of Jesus Christ. Help us to 
say, O God, if Jesus says die for 
Me, I'll die; if He says lose friends, 
I'll lose them, but I'll stay true 
to Christ and the Bible.

erals paid Dr.

One of the three best books that 
I selected is: The Person and 
Work of The Holy Spirit. This 
volume contains twenty-two chap- 
ters, copyrighted in 1910 by R. A. 
Torrey, and published by the 
Fleming H. Revell Company. The 
table of contents reveals such 
great chapters as “The Personal- 


Torrey an unwill- 


ity of the Holy Spirit,” ‘The Deity 
of the Holy Spirit,” but especially 
outstanding is the fifth chapter, 
“The Person and Work of the Holy 
Spirit as Revealed in His Names.”’ 
In this chapter “Torrey analyzes 
at least twenty-five names of the 
Holy Spirit and shows the deep 
significance of them to the work 
and person of this third Person of 
the Trinity. 


Torrey, Like Moody, Spurgeon, 
Finney, and Scofield, Spoke 
of “Baptism of the Holy 
Spirit” 

There is, however, one chapter 
to which some Bible scholars have 
in recent years made exceptions, 


and that is the chapter on “The 
Baptism with the Holy Spirit.”’ 
There a grave danger among 
some orthodox theologians that al! 
of Dr. Torrey’s great writings may 
be discredited because of the posi- 
tion he holds in regard to the bap- 
tism with the Holy Spirit. It seems 
to me that this is largely due to 
misunderstanding. Surely no one 
who listened to Dr. Torrey in the 
classroom, or heard him expound 
the subject of the Holy Spirit from 
the pulpit could accuse him of 
being even remotely related to the 
Pentecostal movement of the pres- 
ent time. I know that Dr. Torrey 
had spiritual power that I have 
often wished I had, and that is 
certainly needed in the Gospel

As we look at Torrey’s teaching 
on this important doctrine of the 
enduement of the Holy Spirit, let 
us call your attention to several 


facts. 


First, Christian leaders, preach- 
ers and Bible scholars have been 
almost unanimous, until the last 
few -decades, in using the ex- 
pression, “baptized with the Holy 
Spirit,” as meaning special endue- 
ment of the mighty power of the 
Holy Spirit. D. L. Moody spoke of 
“the baptism of the Holy Spirit 
for service.” C. I. Seofield used 
the term, when at the funeral of 
D. L. Moody he gave as oné of the 
secrets of Dwight L. Moody’s pow- 
er, “he was baptized with the Holy 
Spirit, and he knew it.” Charles 
G. Finney, in his chapter on his 
“Conversion to Christ” says, “I 
received a mighty baptism of the 
Holy Ghost.” Spurgeon spoke of 
the baptism of the Holy Spirit 
when he meant the enduement of 
power from God. Thus Torrey’s 
use of this expression was an ac- 
cepted term of his day by sound 
Bible teachers. 


Torrey’s Teaching Was Clear- 
cut Bible Doctrine, Not 
Pentecostalism 


Second, let us examine this 
chapter on “The Baptism with the 
Holy Spirit” more closely. Dr. Tor- 
rey states that “the baptism with 
the Holy Spirit is an operation of 
the Holy Spirit distinct from and 
additional to His regenerating 
work.” He then goes on to define 
this statement, saying: “In re- 
generation, there is the imparta- 
tion of life by the Spirit’s power, 
and the one who receives. if is 
saved: in the baptism with the 
Holy Spirit, there is impartation 
of power, and the one who receives 
it is fitted for service. The bap- 
tism with the Holy ‘spirit, how- 
ever, may take place at the mo- 
ment of regeneration. It did, for 
example, in the household of Cor- 
nelius,.”’ 


Dr. Torrey then goes on to ex- 
plain why he holds the position 
of a separate experience of the 
regenerating work of the Holy 
Spirit from the baptism with the 
Holy Spirit. Referring to the ex- 
perience of Cornelius and. his 
household being regenerated and 
baptized with the Holy Spirit as 
taking place at the same time: “It 
would seem as if in normal condi- 
tions of the Church, this would 
be the usual experience. But the 
church is not in a normal condi- 
tion today. A very large part of 
the church is in the place where 
the believers in Samaria were be- 
fore Peter and John came down, 
and where the disciples in Ephesus 
were before Paul came and told 
them of the larger privilege of 
being baptized with the Holy 
Spirit.” 

R. A. Torrey again definitely 
parts company with the tongues 
movement when he says: “The

baptism with the“Holy Spirit is 
always connected with, and pri- 
marily for the purpose of testi- 
mony and service . . The bap- 
tism with the Holy Spirit is not 
primarily intended to make believ- 
ers happy, but to make them use- 
ful . it is intended primarily 
for his efficiency in service.”’ Sure- 
ly every sound Bible teacher must 
give his hearty assent to such 
teaching! 


Even Torrey’s Language Is 
Scriptural, Though Un- 
popular Now 


Third, we note that Dr. Torrey 
uses scriptural language in this 
chapter, as always in his writings. 
The word “baptize” is used at 
least six times in relation to the 
gift of the Holy Spirit: Matthew 
3:11: Mark 1:4; Luke 3:16; John 
1:33; Acts 1:5 and 11:16. In each 
case it is used of a future event 
yet to occur. The most reasonable 
time to assume that this event oc- 
cured is at Pentecost. And yet 
when the Holy Spirit was poured 
out upon the believers on the day 
of Pentecost, we find that the 
record says: “And they were all 


filled with the Holy Ghost” (Acts 
2:4). 
In recording this important 


event we would expect the Spirit 
of God to use the word “baptized’” 
instead of “filled,” since the pro- 
phetic utterances of this great 
event used the word “baptized.” 
Again in Acts 4:31 we see that 
the word “filled” is used: “And 
when they had prayed, the place 
was shaken where they were 4as- 
sembled together; and they were 
all filled with the Holy Ghost, and 
they spake the word of God with 
boldness.” Surely some of those 
who were filled with the Holy 
Ghost at this time were among 
those who were baptized with the 
Holy Spirit at Pentecost. These 
terms seem to be synonymous. 

The point I am making is that 
we cannot be too dogmatic and 
say that the “baptism” of the Holy 
Spirit means onlysthe receiving of 
Him at the time of regeneration, 
and that all subsequent endue- 
ments should be called “fillings.” 
If that is the way we want to de- 
fine these terms, that is our privi- 
lege; only we should allow Dr. 
Torrey the privilege to define and 
use these terms as he thinks best. 
Much of what in recent years has 
been designated as “the victorious 
life,” “full surrender,” “the over- 
comer” and “the yielded life’ is 
in reality the same thing as what 
Torrey meant by “the baptism 
with the Holy Spirit.” Surely the 
conditions are the same. Dr. Tor- 
rey teaches both the baptism and 
fillings with the Holy Spirit when 
he says: “‘Even after one has been 
baptized with the Holy Spirit, no 
matter how definite that baptism 
may be, he needs to be filled again 
and again with the Spirit.” ; 

It is my hope and prayer that 
the life and ministry of this man 
of God may be a challenge to each 
of us. In gratitude to God for the 
ministry of this Holy Spirit-filled 
teacher, let us examine ourselves 
to see why we lack the spiritual 
power so clearly demonstrated in 
his ministry and life; and pray 
that the church of the living Son 
of God may be endued with the 
power of the Holy Spirit, that we 
may speak the Word of God with 
boldness. For it is certain that if 
the church is to stem the tide- 
of the cults, of indifference and 
lukewarmness, oi liberalism and 
neo-orthodoxy, she must receive 
anew the Pentecostal power of 
the Holy Spirit, no matter whether 
by “the baptism with the Holy 
Spirit,” or, “the filling of the

gospel unto you than that which 
we have preached unto you, let 
him be accursed. As we. said be- 
fore, so say I now again, If any 
man preach any other gospe! unto 
you than that ye have received, let 
him be accursed” (Gal. 1:8, 9). 
The reason for this stern de- 
nunciation of false preachers~ will 
become apparent when it is seen 
that apart from the death of 
Christ for our sins,~salvation is 
impossible. Most. clearly and fully 
is it taught in the Sacred Scrip- 
tures that He endured the penalty 
of sin on the cross; and never 
,unti! the sinner accepts this as 
frue, trusting in Him as the only 
Saviour, does he pass out of death 


into life. “When we were yet 
without strength, in due _ time 
Christ died for the ungodly. For 


scarcely for a righteous man will 
one die; yet peradventure for a 
good man jor rather, the good 
man! some would even dare to 
die. But God commendeth his love 
toward us /|He places it in a 
striking point of view], in that, 
while we were yet sinners, Christ 
died for us (Rom. 5:6-8). If dy- 
ing for a righteous man and “the 
good one,” as Rotherham renders 
it, means, as it. obviously does, 
dying in their place, in their room, 
if their stead, so as to keep them 
from dying, it is equally obvious 
that the death of Christ was in 
the place, in the room, in the stead 
of the ungodly and sinners, to 
keep those who believe on Him 
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-|son be forgotten 


‘rom eternal death. 

It is further said, He “gave him- 
self for our sins, that he might 
deliver us from this present evil 
world, according to the will of 
God and our Father” (Gal. 1:4). 
Professor Smeaton wel! remarks, 
“The expression means that He 
gave Himself on account of sin: 
that His death stood in the same 
relation to sin as death uniformly 
does,—that is, that death was in 
His Case, too, the wages of sin. 

“And the consequence is-as fol- 
lows: If the Lord died for our 


sins, they whom He represented are. 


not required to die for their own 
sins. If, in the moral government 
of God, our sins were the cause 
of Christ’s death, there can be no 
second exaction of the penal con- 
sequences from us personally.” Of 
course, it was only as our substi- 
tute He could pay the wages of 
sin, declared to be “death” (Rom. 


6:23), for it is everywhere af- 
firmed of Him that He “knew no 
sin” (II Cor. 5:21), that He was 
“without sin” (Heb. 4:15), that 
He “did no sin” (I Pet. 2:22), that 
“in him is no sin” (I John 3:5). 
But it is the testimony of God's 


Word from first to last, in type, 
in prophecy, in psalm, in narrative, 
in plain doctrinal teaching, that 
the sinless One took our placé ard 
endured the punishment, of sin in 
our stead, leaving the happy be- 


liever to sing— 


Complete atonement Thou hast made, 
And to the utmost farthing paid, 
Whate’er Thy people owed; 


/How, then, can wrath on me take place, 


Now standing in God's righteousness, 
And sprinkled by the blood? 


Since Thou hast my discharge procured, 
And freely in my ploce endured 

The whole of wrath divine, 

Payment God will not twice demand, 
First at my bleeding Surety’s hand, 

And then again at mine. 


“Christ was once offered to bear 
the sins of many; and unto them 
that look for him shall he ap- 
pear the second time, without sin 
‘apart from sin!|, unto salvation” 
(Heb. 9:28). “Who his own self 
hare our sins in his own body on 
the tree, that we, being dead to 
sins, should live unto righteous- 
ness: by whose stripes ye were 
healed” (I Peter 2:24). “Christ 
also hath once suffered for sins, 
the just for the unjust, that he 
might bring us to God” (I Peter 
3:18). If the mind and-heart are 
subject to the authority of the Bi- 
ble, but one conclusion can be 
drawn from such passages as 
these. It is that the sufferings of 
Christ were vicarious, or borne 
as our substitute, and that His 
death was atoning or sacrificial 
in its character, 

Nor must the dignity of His per- 
in seeking to 
give to this great fact its proper 
value. “God, who at sundry times 


“mest perfect 
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and in divers manners, spake in 
time past unto the fathers by the 
prophets, hath in these last days 
spoken unto us by his Son, whom 
he hath appointed heir of all 
things, by whom also he made the 
worlds; who being the brightness 
of his glory, and the express image 
of his person, and upho'ding all 
things by the word of his power, 
when he had by himself purged 
our sins, sat down on the right 
hand of the Majesty on high” 
(Heb. 1:1-3). 


We are not surprised, therefore 
to find that when “holy men of 
God spake as they were moved 
by the Holy Ghost” (II Peter 
1:21), they were constant witness- 
es of Him, “who, being in the form 
of God, thought it not robbery to 
be equal with God; but made him- 
self of no reputation (emptied 
Himself|, and took upon him the 
form of a servant, and was made 
in the likness of men: and being 
found in fashion as a man, he 
humbled himself, and became 
obedient unto death, even the 
death of the cross”. (Phil 2:6-8). 
These men uttered their messages 
in little groups, or at intervals 
through a period of about sixteen 
hundred years, but there is the 
agreement in their 
testimony concerning the-coming, 
the character, and the work of a 
divine Deliverer as there is con- 
cerning the unity of the Godhead, 
although surrounded all the time 
by the polytheism of heathen na- 
tions, and nearly all the time 
by the base idolatry of their own 
countrymen. 


From the day the seed of the 
woman was mentioned in the Gar- 
den of Eden, redemption through 
His blood was announced with an 
unvarying uniformity, not less re- 
markable than it is conclusive of 
the superhuman origin of the 
Sacred Scriptures. It is seen in 
the first recorded act of worship, 
when the bloody offering of Abel 
was “a more excellent sacrifice” 
than the fragrant flowers and 
fruits of Cain, being presented “by 


faith,” and ‘“‘God testifying of his 
gifts,” not of his person (Gen. 
4:4, 5; Heb. 11:4). It is seen 


in the blood of the burnt-offerings 
that stained the altar after the 
deluge, and that stayed the curse 
from smiting the ground any more 
for man’s sake (Gen. 8:21). 


It is seen in the ransom of the 
Israelites from Egyptian bondage 
through the sprinkled blood of a 
lamb without blemish, God saying 
to His people, “When I see the 
b'!ood, I will pass over you, and 
the plague shall not be upon you 
to destroy you, when I smite the 
land of Egypt” (Exod. 12:13). He 
did not say, when I see the blood 
and something else, the blood and 
your feelings, the blood and your 
repentance, the blood and your 
sincere efforts, the blood and your 
good works; nor did He say, when 
you see the blood, but when I 
see the blood; for the blood alone 
in its perfect efficacy stood be- 
tween them and destruction; and 
the timid mother and little child 
were as safe, sheltered behind the 
blood, as were Moses and Aaron. 

There was not a Jewish festival, 
nor the beginning of a month, nor 
a sabbath, nor a morning, nor an 


. . Z 
evening, nor a burnt-offering, nor 


a peace-offering, nor a sin-offer- 
ing, nor a trespass-offering, that 
did not remind Jehovah’s redeemed 
nation of the absolute necessity 
of blood as the only way of access 
into His presence, and-of accep- 
tance in His sight. 

Especially was this essentia! 
truth deeply impressed upon thei: 
attention on the great day of 
atonement. Blood was taken by 
the high priest into the most holy 
place, and sprinkled upon the 
mercy-seat eastward, and seven 
times before the mercy-seat, and 
then coming forth, he laid both 
his hands upon the head of the 
live goat, and confessed over him 
“all the iniquities of the children 
of Israel, and all their transgres- 
sions in all their sins, putting 
them upon the head of the goat” 
(Lev. 16:21, 22), so that they 
were borne entirely away. This 
significant ceremony is followed 
in the next chapter by the central 
truth of revelation, “It is. the 
blood that maketh an atonement 
for the soul” (Lev. 17:11). 


No wonder the Psalmist ex- 
claimed, “How amiable are thy 
tabernacles, O Lord of hosts;” for 
the blood which everywhere met 
his eye showed that sin was put 
away. 

It would be easy to multiply 
quotations from various books of 


the Old Testament, but this would 
be needless after reading the testi- 
mony of. the evangelica! prophet 
concerning the suffering Messiah.

In chapter one the author faces 
the fact that “all Christians sin” 
and points out the remedy as found 
fin the Bible where it can be seen 
that this weakness was anticipated 
from the beginning and forgiveness 
provided. In chapter two Author 
Rice not only avers that “only 
God’s grace can keep frail Chris- 
tians saved” but he is-careful to 
produce sufficient proof from the 
Word to satisfy the most skeptical 
believer. 

In chapter three he shows that 
sin in the life of Christians may 
bring chastisement to them: that 
it may bring the loss of Christian 
joy; that by it a Christian may 
the assurance of salvation; 
that it may shut God’s earS against 
his prayers; that it may bring a 
curse upon loved ones; that it may 
take away the soul-winning power 
of the Christian and bring reproach 
upon Christ and the Bible, In the 
words of Dr. Rice, “God must 
punish the sins of His own children 
because of the heart-breaking re- 
proach they bring to His dear 
cause.” 

In chapter four the reader will 
find a discussion of the possible 
loss which a Christian may experi- 
in Heaven because of sins 
committed on earth. 

In chapter five, the way to for- 
giveness and cleansing is made 
abundantly clear. In chapter six 
it is shown that it is possible for 
the Christian to live a life of vic-
